contemplated consideration.” 

Weber had not yet seen the resolution 
when he was contacted by the Press- 
Record yesterday, but was obviously

“T've been to a 
couple of their meetings, but I quit 
going because of the unprofessional 
tanner in which they are conducted."

Fire talks stall 


Contract negotiations among Granite 
City firefighters, emergency medical 
technicians (EMT’s) and the city have 
reached an impasse, according to Third 
ward Alderman Paul Fisk, chairman of 
the negotiating committee. 

Fisk told aldermen Tuesday that 
members of the Firefighters Local 253, 
International _ Association of 
Firefighters, AFL-CIO, have ap- 
parently backed the pay increase 
demands of their two negotiating teams 
headed by President Robert Bell. Bell 
was attending @ firefighters’ con- 
vention this week and could not be 
reached for comment. 

‘A representative of the firefighters’ 


union confirmed that members are 
seeking a two-year contract with & pay 
hike included in the second year 

Fisk said both the firefighters and 
EMT’s are being offered the same 
contract terms as all other unions 
bargaining with the city this year. He 
said unions are being given a choice of a 
one-year contract with no wage in- 
crease or a two-year contract with 8 
right to reopen negotiations between 
August, 1962, and May, 1984, for the 
purpose of negotiating salary and 
fringe benefits, if the city “comes into 
any money.” 

Pisk said the renegotiating provision

Nameoki fire district 


About 300 Cloverleaf-East Madison 
residents, whose request for fire 
protection was rejected earlier this 
year by the Madison fire protection 
district, will hold a special election 
Saturday to pass or defeat a levy, which 
may give them enough leverage, as 
well as money, to reach agreement on & 
contract with the Madison Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

‘The residents of those areas will be 
asked to vote on a proposed maximum 
12%-cent tax levy for each $100 of 
assessed valuation (one-third of market 
value) of all homes and buildings in the 
district. 

‘The Madison City Council cut off 
those unincorporated sections of 
Nameoki Township from fire protection 
Jan. 31 after individual fire call bills to 


homes in those areas were not paid 

‘At that time, the Madison Council told 
a citizens’ committee from Cloverleaf- 
East Madison that Madison would have 
to have guaranteed payment for fire 
calls there, if they wanted fire 
protection resumed. 

Nameoki Township Supervisor Harry 
Briggs said a property tax levy, 
possible within a fire district, would 
give residents in that area “‘a little bit 
gw authority to bargin with Madison.” 

He said the 300 homes in the district 
could not quite form a district large 
enough to function as a fire protection 
unit of its own. 

Don Patterson, a member of the 
Nameoki Township fire district com- 
mittee, said about 70 residents met

Feds seize video

Federal authorities Monday af- 
ternoon. seized video games at 
numerous St. Louis metropolitan 
area businesses, including Buck and 
Jan’s Den in Granite City. Some of 
the games were distributed by a 
firm with a Granite City office. A 
copyright battle is behind the 
seizures, according to U.S. Marshal 
William Nettles 

‘Armed with seizure orders, deputy 
U.S. marshals entered several 
establishments in the Metro-East 
area and an undisclosed number in 
St. Louis Monday and seized the 
video game ‘Crazy Kong,” a game 
similar to the popular “Donkey 
Kong.” Among the establishments 
on the seizure list were Buck and 
Jan’s Den, 24th and State streets, 
‘and the KOA Campgrounds on West 
Chain of Rocks Road in Mitchell. 

Alerted to t 
owners of other ‘Crazy Kong” 
machines removed them from other 
taverns and businesses and put them 
in storage. 

David Partney of Granite City, co- 
owner with his wife of several of the 
machines, including the one seized 
at the Den, said he had been assured 
when he purchased the video 
machines from Fun & Games Ltd. at 
Nameoki and Johnson Roads that 
the games had been copyrighted. He 
said the seizure came as a surprise 
to him. 

Partney removed his 
Kong’? machines from other 
establishments until it can be 
determined whether or not they can 
legally be used. If it is determined 
that “Crazy Kong” is an illegal copy

Crime in state down during 1981 


Crime decreased 
significantly in Illinois 
during 1981, according to 
figures released this week by 
the Illinois Department of 
Law Enforcement. Both the 
crime rate and the total 
number of serious offenses, 
called crime index offenses, 
dropped by more than five 
percent. Crime index of- 
fenses include murder and 
voluntary manslaughter, 
rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, theft, 
motor vehicle theft and 
arson. 

Overall, there were nearly 
31,000 fewer major crimes 
reported in Illinois in 1981 
than in 1980. Although 
murder and arson increased 


slightly, the number of of- 
fenses in all other categories 
went down significantly 
Among violent crimes, rape 
decreased by nearly 10 
percent, with 298 fewer cases 
reported in 1981 than in the 
previous year. Robberies 
decreased by 2.6 percent, 
from 24,551 to 23,920 
Aggravated assaults 
registered the greatest 
reduction, from 27,000 to 
22,768, a decrease of 15.7 
percent. 

Crimes against property 
decreased similarly. Police 
agencies throughout Illinois 
reported 7,829 fewer 
burglaries and 13,797 fewer 
thefts — both down by more 
than five percent. Auto thefts

Some significant 
provisions of the final rule 
include: 

Establishing strong 
sanction authority for state 


Tafants and Children (WIC),’ use against vendors ‘who 


according to Mary Jarratt, 
assistant secretary of 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

The WIC Program 
provides supplemental 
foods, nutrition education, 
and access to health services 
to about two million women 
and children up to age 5 
Eligibility must be deter- 
mined by a health 
professional on the basis of 
low income and nutritional 
risk. 

Most people eligible for the 
program receive monthly 
vouchers valued at about 
$28, which they redeem al 
grocery stores. The vouchers 
are good for specified foods, 
such as milk, cheese, cereal, 
juice, eggs and dry beans or 
peanut butter. 

Management evaluations 
and reviews conducted by 
USDA and state officials 
have shown occasional 
problems in the food delivery 
systems, such as grocers 
selling ineligible foods or 
overcharging the state for 
foods provided to recipients. 

“The regulation is one 
component of a multi-phase 
effort by the Food and 
Nutrition Service to improve 
WIC food delivery systems. 
This effort includes com- 
prehensive management 
initiatives and improved 
technical assistance to 
states, such as aid in 
developing computer 
systems. By preventing 
vendor abuse and errors, We 
can ensure that as many 
participants as possible 
receive nutritional 
assistance,” Mrs. Jarratt 
said. 

Proposed rules were 
issued on Jan. 23, 1981, for 
public comment. The final 
rules were developed by 
USDA's Food and Nutrition 
Service after consideration 
of 159 comment letters and 
extensive discussions with 
state, local and regional 
offices.

Upgrading of Granite City 
School District vocational 
instruction and equipment 
has been outlined to the 
Board of Education by 
Thomas C. Holloway, 
director of the district's 
vocational and career 
education. 4 

He said, ‘the year-end 
report for the Vocational 
Advisory Council reflects a 
new approach to upgrading 
vocational programs. In the 
past, funds were spent in 
each vocational area, 
upgrading the highest 
priority items within each 
program. 

“As a result, no one person 
got all it needed, but every 
program received its share. 
Using this approach, our 
programs seemed to fall 
farther and farther behind in 
technology. 

“This report, for 1961-82, 
reflects an approach 
whereby specific vocational 
programs will be evaluated 
each year and plans for 
upgrading will be prepared 
for board approval by school 
staff and advisory council 
members. 

“As programs come up for 
evaluation, specialists in the 
field will be solicited to join 
the advisory council for that 


year. 

“We feel that in this way, 
the most can be ac- 
complished and still stay 
within the vocational 
budget,” Holloway related 

The newly-completed 
annual report of the Granite 
City Vocational advisory 
Council follows 

“The Vocational Advisory 
Council, made up of 
business, home economics, 
and industrial committees, 
established a plan of work in 
September for the school 
year. 

“The business committee 
earlier saw as a primary 
goal the need to introduce 
some form of word 
processing into the business 
education department at 
High Schools North and 
South. This area was chosen 
because of the increased 
demand for qualified 
operators of word processing 
equipment 

“As of September 1981, 
different types of word 
processing equipment had 
been evaluated by the 
business education depart- 
ment and has proven to be 
too expensive ($4,500 to 
$8,500 each) to implement. 

“Recent developments in 
software packaging for 
microcomputers led the 
committee to explore the 
possibility of introducing 
word processing through 
microcomputers. 

“The business committee, 
chaired by Joyce Sikora, 


director of word processing 
al Granite City Steel, met 
four times during the year. 
Meetings consisted of 
demonstrations by 
microputer representatives, 
evaluation of software 
packages, and curriculum 
changes necessary to im- 
plement word processing. 

“Three machines were 
evaluated: the Apple II, the 
Radio Shack TRS-80 and the 
Commodore 8032. These 
machines were chosen 
because they are the only 
three that the State Office of 
Education is developing 
educational software 
packages for. 

“In between council 
committee meetings, in- 
formation was gathered by 
department heads and the 
vocational director. As the 
meetings progressed, it 
became apparent that all 
three machines were quality 
computers, but that the 
Commodore 8032 was by far 
more adaptable to word 
processing. 

“Final cost estimates 
indicated that purchase of 20 
units would be about $9,000 
over the vocational budget. 
However, in March 1982, the 
State Office of Education 
released funds amounting to 
$9,628 for purchase of 
vocational equipment. 

“At the last meeting of the 
Advisory Council, it was 
recommneded to seek bids 
on the Commodore 8032 to 
present to the Board of 
Education for purchase. 

“The home economics 
committee spent the year 
evaluating the vocational 
foods program. Additional 
committee members were 
solicited with expertise in 
the foods area. 

“The committee, chaired 
by Lois Woods, director of 
the High School South 
cafeteria, met four times 
during the school year to 
review curriculum, facilities 
and equipment. Meetings 
were held at both high 
schools so that committee 
members could evaluate 
each facility. 

“One of the main concerns 
is Lab 206, one of two labs at 
South. 

“This kitchen is operated 
seven periods per day and 
the cabinets are 30-plus 
years old. They are made out 
of metal and _ have 
deteriorated greatly over the 
last 10 years. Drawers and 
drawer fronts are broken off, 
some drawer guides are 
inoperable, and cabinets 
under the sink have rusted 
out. 

“The committee fully 
understood that the present 
financial status of the school 
district and the vocational 
budget would not allow 
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replacement of the entire 
kitchen facility. 

“Therefore, the committee 
recommended to replace one 
or two units each year, 
depending on funds, with the 
hope that in five or six years 
restoration of this lab will be 
accomplished. 

“The industrial committee 

chose to evaluate the in- 
dustrial electronics and 
industrial electricity 
prorams. These programs 
were chosen because it was 
felt that they were in the 
most need of technological 
updating. 
“A total of four electronics 
and electricity professionals 
were added to the committee 
to aid in this avaluation. This 
committee, chaired by Vince 
Straubinger, met four times 
during the year at both North 
and South to evaluate 
curriculum, facilities and 
equipment. 

“Vocational _ electronics 
was the first area to: be 
looked at. Since upgrading 
this program had begun the 
prior year with equipment 
and software from Aidex 
Corp., the committee .was 
asked to evaluate whether 
the program was heading in 
the right direction. 

“The committee over- 
whelmingly agreed with the 
program as planned, and 
recommended completing 
the sequence of learning 
activities. The board ap- 
proved this on March 2.

_ Because she is superstitious when 
it comes to talking about auditions, 
Miss Freedman’s parents, with 
whom she is very close, had no idea 
she even read for a part | the four- 
episode trial run of the show. 

Tronically, her parents called her 
the morning of the day she learned 
she had been chosen for the part. 
One of the first commercials she 
made debuted that morning and 
they phoned to tell her they had seen 
it and were proud of her. She did not 
say a word about the audition. 

“{ didn't want them to know 
anything until I knew one way or the 
other. If people know about it they 
ask about it. Why bother?” As soon 
as she got the good_news, she called 
her parents, who now live in Creve 
Couer, Mo. - 

At first, Miss Freedman was 
signed on a weekly basis, never 
knowing if her character would be in 
the next episode. Annette always 
appeared and much of the credit for 
its success has lo be given to Miss 
Freedman. 

“[ didn’t think the writers knew 
what they wanted to do with my 
character. I kept hearing from the 
beginning, ‘the third episode is about 
your character, the third episode is 
about your character.’ But that 
was all she heard. To assist the 
writers, she wrote a detailed, 
character profile on Annette, who is 
very much an extension of Miss 
Freedman. 

“The thing about TV that’s dif- 
ferent from a play is that with TV, 
you stop and go. For me, the idea is 
that you have to get well enough into 
your character that you can turn it 
on and off.” 

The cast members of “Joanie 
Loves Chachie” understand their 
characters well enough and have 
enough confidence in their talents 
that they often improvise.

hated the director. I hated the 
character, I hated the play.”” The 
repertoire group in which she was 
involved did nine productions of the 
play. By the fifth, she no longer 
cared if she appeared again. 

“The director was & horrid little 
man. He had this concept that he 
could deal with Shakespeare. He 
created a character who was in the 
audience and handed props to the 
other characters. 1 decided 1 could 
do it, Oui!” 

It was, at best, a learning ex- 
perience, as is nearly everything 
Miss Freedman does. When she left 
Northwestern, Miss Freedman did 
not have the notion she knew 
everything, even though the decision 
tobe an actress was made at the age 
of 10. 

‘The gifted summer school 
program here provided Miss 
Freedman with her first experiences 
in acting. Summer workshops in St 
Louis and Chicago provided more 
training. Surprisingly, she never 
landed lead roles during high school 
productions. Because of this, she 
went to Northwestern with a ‘chip on 
her shoulder,’ having been told by a 
speech and drama teacher al South 
that her talents were limited to 
comedy. 

“At Northwestern I was told that 1 
can do anything. I did drama, but 
I’m not dumb enough to say that 
comedy is not my best area. Once I 
proved I could do ‘serious work, I can 
now do comedy with a clear con- 
science,” she said. She leaned her 
head back and chuckled. 

Success has not, however, spoiled 
Miss Freedman.

Once, she 
went for callbacks in a Neil Simon 
production and was temptedto take 
a camera and get a photograph of 
him. She resisted. 

Seeing famous actors and ac- 
tresses at Paramount is common 
and generally, Miss Freedman 
knows she must follow protocol and 


resist gushing praise. There are two 
exceptions. If she ever sees Carol 
Burnett, her idol, or Bernadette 
Peters, she has resolved to fling 
protocol to the wayside 

For the most part, however, she is 
concerned with keeping her life in 
perspective. ‘‘It's all happened so 
fast. But it's such an iffy world. Now 
everything looks fine, but we could 
do the show and, God forbid, it could 
be cancelled.” She knocked on the 
wooden table in front of her 

Eventually, Miss Freedman would 
like to own and operate a theatre 
company. She also would be quite 
content to remain with “Joanie 
Loves Chachie” for the duration of 
its run. For her, show business will 
always be a challenge because there 
is always some untested area 

Fear is not part of her vocabulary 
and she is certain she will go on to 
some other aspect of the business — 
like producing, directing or writing, 
“A lot of people are just afraid to 
fail.

Illinois has 88% compliance 
rate for draft registration 


The Selective Service 
System has released updated 
statistics showing the 
compliance rates for 
registration of young men 
both at the national and state 
level. These statistics in- 
clude the total results of the 
grace period registration 
granted by President 
Reagan and __ reflect 
registrations as of March 31, 
1982 

At the national level, there 
is a 93 percent compliance 
with registration for all age 
groups—men born in 1960, 
61, '62, ‘63, and the first 
three months of 1964. 

Montana leads the nation 
with a compliance rate of 
97.5 percent. At the median 
level are states like Texas 
and Indiana, both at 91 
percent. California has the 
lowest compliance rate in 


the nation at 83.4 percent. 
Other examples are, New 
York 86 percent, Ohio 95 
percent, Illinois 88 percent 
and Florida 94 percent. 

By law, young men are 
required ‘to register with 
Selective Service as they 
reach their 18th. birthday— 
either 30 days before or after 
it The registration 
requirement applies to all 
men born in 1960 and later 
years. Failure to register is a 
felony, carrying @ maximum 
penaity of $10,000 and-or five 
years in prison. 

Later this month, Selective 
Service will cross-reference 
the computer tapes com- 
taining the names of men 
who have registered against 
Social Security files to 
identify those who have not 
registered. Those failing to 
register will be reported ‘to

William A. Creelman, president of 
National Marine Service, Inc., St. Louis, 
said Congress should not let budgetary 
considerations—including hasty changes 
made in an effort to reduce the federal 
deficit—force changes in long-standing 
transportation policy. 

Testifying for the American Waterways 
Operators, he voiced concern over how 
users would pay for the Coast Guard. 

Noting that the Coast Guard is trying to 
allocate to various users the specific costs 
of services it performs, Creelman said the 
Guard’s accounting system— 
corresponding to Congressional 
authorization and appropriation 
requests—is highly inappropriate for 
accurately apportioning costs of services. 

He cited the Coast Guard’s demon- 
stration fee schedule, which indicates how 
fees for various services would be 
structured: 

“The initial inspection for certification 
of a tank barge would cost $19,200 per 
barge. In contrast, the American Bureau 
of Shipping. for the same service. is 
presently charging $3,600. Can the Coast 
Guard’s ‘reasonable administrative and 
enforcement costs’ justify this large 
disparity? 

“Perhaps the cost is due to the Coast 
Guard’s multi-mission function, Its 
capability is of much benefit to the nation. 
In order to carry out its many roles and 
missions, the Coast Guard requires 
military vessels and military manning 
levels for these vessels. 

“Not coincidentally, construction and 
oprating costs of Coast Guard vessels are 
significantly higher than such costs for 
similar vessels built and manned by 
commercial operators. 

“How can the government’s desire to 
have military readiness and law en- 
forcement capability, through continuous 
manning, fall only on waterway users?” 

‘Already, Uncle Sam has recognized the 
unfairness and impracticality. When the 
Transportation secretary reviewed equity 
and economic impact, he reduced the 
percentage of costs to be recovered from 
the domestic fishing industry because the 
fees would have been unacceptably high. 

‘As Creelman sees it, “The inland and 
coastal barge and towing industry is 
facing its most serious economic hardship 
in more than 30 years. Throughout the 
inland waterways, more than one-third of 
the barge fleet is tied up. 

“It seems the administration has .not 
considered equity or economic impact, nor 
has it considered the cumulative effects of 
its proposals to impose additional cost 
recovery through deep-draft and shallow- 
draft user charges. 

“Secretary Drew Lewis has said that one 
of the major concepts underlying the cost 
recovery principle is fairness. 

“We fail to understand why the 
department is.applying this principle to 
only one of its agencies, without ad- 
voeating recovery of the costs of other 
agencies within the department. It should 
recover the costs from users of the ser- 
vices of all its agencies, rather than 
singling out only one.” 


Brewer ordered to return pay 


City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer has been ordered to 
return a portion of his city 
salary earned while he was 
in:Florida taking Naval 
Reserve training, the 
Granite City Council decided 
Tuesday night. 


‘The issue revived the city 
council's intentions to write 
a firm ordinance spelling out 
limits for compensitory time 
being taken by all city 
employees. 

A-voice vote approved the 
motion by Alderman Warren 
Deéatur, Fourth Ward, to 
demand that the city 
engineer reimburse the city 
for‘a portion of his paycheck. 

Decatur, a member of the 
finance committee, said City 
Comptroller Joseph Miklovic 
sought the advice of that 
committee when 
situation appeared at a 
standstill. Millovic gave the 
committee a copy of two 
letters which had been ex- 
changed between himself 
and the engineer on the time 
sheet: disagreement. 

In.a letter dated May 24, 
Miklovie told the city 


the’ 


engineer that his time sheets 
had been reviewed and 
showed the engineer ‘on 
duty” while he was actually 
in Florida, The city comp- 
troller requested Brewer to, 
* ‘settle up’ with the payroll 
department...for payroll 
monies due the city while 
you were on reserve.” 


Brewer answered the 
comptroller in a letter a few 
weeks later, stating that 
during the May 14 to 18 
period in question, ‘‘I 
charged my time to com- 
pensitory time, for which 1 
kept the records in my of- 
fice.” 


‘The city engineer stated it 
was his understanding that 
Mayor Paul Schuler had 
decided department heads 
would be responsible for the 
compensitory time records 
of their own departments. 

Brewer wrote that he 
believed in order for an 
employee not to be “docked” 
while taking compensitory 
time, time sheets have to be 
marked that the employee is 
on duty. 

“Since I took a period of 


comp. time, and the mayor 
verbally approved this prior 
to my departure, I can see no 
reason to ‘settle up’ with 
anyone else,” Brewer stated. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer, 
Second Ward, called the 
situation a case of ‘double 
dipping’ — collecting a 
paycheck from both the city 
and the Naval Reserve for 
the same time period. 

City’ Clerk Robert W. 
Stevens said that, in the past, 
the city engineer has been 
reimbursed by city for his 
training period. 

The mayor said the city 
has no certain policy on 
compensitory time and told 
aldermen the time has come 
for such a policy. 

Fisk, who is chairman of 
the negotiating committee, 
said his committee has been 
working on a compensitory 
time policy, but has been 
waiting for the conclusion on 
the current contract talks 
before presenting such an 
ordinance. 

Such an ordinance may 
now reach the council floor 
before negotiations are 
completed, it was indicated. 


Venice 
agrees to 
detour

Wha could have proved a 
major stumbling block in 
starting preliminary work 
leading up to critical repairs 
at the Broadway underpass 
in Venice was easily 
smoothed over at Tuesday 
night’s meeting of the Venice 
City Council when aldermen 
agreed to several conditions 
imposed by the Madison City 
Council. 

The Madison council 
ratified an agreement with 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT) and 
the city of Venice last week, 
concerning resurfacing work 
to be performed by Madison 
ona section of Bissell Street. 

In granting approval, 
however, the Madison 
council stipulated that 
Venice must provide 50 
percent of the manpower 
required for the resurfacing 
project and also reimburse 
Madison 50 percent of all 
incidental expenses, such as 
costs of gasoline and oil. The 
state has agreed to pay for 
all materials used in the 


project. 

‘The stipulations apprdved 
by Venice aldermen Tuesday 
night were not part of the 
formal document previously 
voted by the Venice City 
Council at its June 1 
meeting. 

State authorities are 
scheduling Bissell Street as 
the alternate traffic route, 
linking Ilinols Route 3 to 
Madison and Venice, when 
the Broadway underpass 
near Route 3 is closed in mid- 
August for an estimated 90- 
day period. 

At that time, IDOT is to 

the un- 
derpass, which has been 
plagued by excessive runoff 
water and poor drainage 
during heavy rains and has 
created a serious traffic 
hazard. 

Pro repairs by the 
state include rebuilding 
collapsed storm sewers and 
correcting the subsurface 
drainage grid system 
beneath the pavement 

Resurfacing and widening 
of Bissell and its intersection 
with Klein Street must be 
accomplished by Aug. 1, 
1982, according to the 
agreement between IDOT 
and the two local com- 
munities. 

Concern about the ap- 
parent slow sales of Venice 
city vehicle licenses (city 
stickers) was expressed, and

A resident of the Second 
Ward, seated in_ the 
audience, contended, ‘There 
are at least 93 people in the 
Second Ward, including 
police and firemen who 
haven't got city stickers on 
their vehicles. There’s about 
$5,000 worth of stickers right 
there.” 

Venice Police Chief Farris 
Smith replied that city 
stickers went up from $3 to $5 
on June 1 and that “a drive to 
crack down on_ those 
violating the ordinance is 
ahead." 

“Some people on my street 
haven’t bought stickers in 
five years,"’ the same 
resident stated. ‘‘Well, I 
wasn’t chief five years ago,” 
the police chief rejoined. 

‘The exchange came after 
Mayor Echols reported a 
total of 1,074 city stickers has 
been purchased to date by 
Venice residents, 
representing $2,565 in funds. 

The stickers must be 
displayed on all motorized 
vehicles, including motor- 
cycles, pickup trucks, 
recreational vehicles and 
automobiles in the city and 
may be purchased at the city 
comptroller’s office in the 
Venice City Hall between 
8:30 a.m. and 4 p.m. week- 
days. 

Persons whose vehicles 
are without the stickers may 
be arrested and fined $50 per 
violation, Chief Smith 
reminded residents. 

Reporting police activities 
in May, the officer said a 
total of $2,913 in fines was 
received from Circuit Court 
Clerk Willard Portell.

Feels Illinois is not playing by the rules 


To the Editor: 

It is sad to read Letters lo 
the Editor in which women 
ask to be treated as second 
class citizens. How sad it is 
that some people think an 
amendment that says, 
“Equality of rights under the 
law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United 
States or by any state on 
account of sex,” is a “bad 
piece of legislation.” Why 
then are some of our citizens 
so threatened by the idea of 
treating women as equal 
participants in our society? 

Some people have ex- 
pressed concern about 
changing the three-fifths 
rule in the Illinois legislature 
which requires Con- 
stitutional Amendments to 
be passed by three-fifths of 
the legislature instead of the 
simple majority required in 
most other states. What 
these people may not realize 
is that our ‘founding 
fathers’’ made it sufficiently 
difficult to amend the 
Constitution by requiring a 


two-thirds majority of the 
U.S. Congress and three- 
fourths of the slates to ap- 
prove a federal amendment. 

Our “founding fathers’ 
did not require a three-fifths 
majority in each state 
legislature in order to ratify 
an amendment. Had they 
done so, our Constitution 
would never have been 
ratified. The framers of the 
U.S. Constitution could 
hardly have intended a 
ratification procedure so 
extreme that its application 
would have nullified the 
Constitution itself. 

Illinois did not require the 
supermajority vote of three- 
fifths until 1970. Less than 
half of the amendments to 
our U.S. Constitution would 
have passed in Ilinois if the 
three-fifths rule had been in 
effect prior to 1970. 

It would appear that 
Llinois legislators regret the 
freeing of black slaves and 
the establishment of child 
labor laws, because neither 
of those amendments would 


have passed under the three~ 
fifths rule. Illinois legislators 
seem to be clinging very 
defensively to a-rule that 
prevents passage of 
amendments that guarantee 
justice and equality to 
human beings. 

Each year that a vote has 
been taken, the Equal Rights 
Amendment has always won 
by a majority in both the 
Tllinois House and. Senate. 
But, since it has never been 
passed by a supermajority in 
both* Houses in the ‘same 
year, the minority wins, In 
Illinois the minority, not the 
majority, rules. 

Try applying this to-@ 
baseball game. If the final 
score is 106 to 71, which team 
deserves to win? If the game 
is played in  Ilinois, ‘our 
legislators think the team 
with only 71 points deserves 
to win. This is their idea of a 
democracy.

Swimming for a championship team 
is a challenge as any member of the 
Paddlers swim team would surely 
admit. Having won the Southwest 
Illinois Swim Association (SWISA) title 
in 1980 and 1981, Celeste Sonnenberg, 
Paddlers coach, is already looking 
toward this year’s championships on 
August 7. 

Because the title meet is only six 
weeks away, Miss Sonnenberg sets her 
sights on the championships from the 
beginning and she tells her swimmers 
to do the same. 

“T tell them that when you're on top 
everybody's out to get you,” she said. 
Swimmers are also told they have to do 
their share to aid the team score. ‘They 
usually come through,” she said of her 
team as she glanced at the pool where 
each lane was filled with swimmers 
doing laps. 

Sometimes, however, team members 
become discouraged. Either they don't 


finish with a good time or more often 
they do not beat a particular person. 
“pd rather have them say they bet- 
tered their time than I didn’t beat so 
and so. I think it’s the natural instinct of 
a kid to want to beat their friends,” 
Miss Sonnenberg said. 

When swimmers get discouraged, 
Miss Sonnenberg has a couple of 
remedies. While the usual pep talk 
helps, insome cases she decides to have 
the swimmer work on a_ different 
stroke. Competition starts June 22 at 
Paddlers against the Sunset Hills 
Country Club of Edwardsville. The 
physical and mental preparation have 
already started. 

In order to help keep the blues away, 
the swimmers perform a mental 
exercise before each event. “They're 
supposed to go off somewhere and think 
about what they're supposed to be 
doing. It’s hard to keep it in perspective 
(when they are swiming) because they 
have to worry about every part of their 
body. They're working every muscle.”

“A positive attitude helps, but that 
comes with age and practice," Miss 
Sonnenberg said. 

Luckily, most of the team members 
at least have the practice, swimming 
throughout the year. “It's nice because 
it helps them stay in shape. It makes 
the summer easier,” she said of winter 
swimming. But there are always a good 
share of newcomers on the Paddlers 
swim team. 

Most often, potential swimmers will 
come to the pool seeking a place on the 
team. Sometimes friends bring other 
friends to join. Everybody, so long as 
they are a Paddlers club member, is 
accepted on one condition.

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Rape— act of violence; aid victims

‘From the victim's point of 
view, rape is an act of 
violence, not a sexual act. 
~Researchers have 
détermined that there are 
three. main kinds of rape, 
and two key methods of 
attack. 

The first kind — sex 
without consent — is what 
most of us think of when we 
hear about rape. 

‘The other two — less well- 
Known kinds — are “ac- 

rto-rape” and “‘sex- 
stress” situations. 

‘The two common methods 
of; attack are called “blitz 
rape” and ‘confidence 
rape.” 

The “blitz rape” is the 
mhethod:.usually used in the 
figat’‘kind of rape — sex 
without consent. It occurs 
without any warning or 
previous meeting between 
the yictim and the assailant.

If children are present in 
the home, the attacker may 
force the victim to comply by 
threatening to harm the 
children. 

There have been cases 
where all the females in the 
house, regardless of their 
ages, were sexually 
assaulted. 

In the second kind of rape, 
called “accessory to rape,” 


the victim is not surprised by (* 


the attacker, but is unable to 
consent because of im- 
maturity or a personality 
problem. 

The victim could be a child 
who doesn’t know any better, 
or an adult who is socially 
and emotionally starved for 
attention or is mentally 


retarded. 

In this kind of rape, the 
assailant persuades the 
victim to comply by offering 
material goods such as 


quality, will be awarded 
annually to the outstanding 
University Ambassador 
volunteer.

human contact and com- 
panionship, or by urging the 
victim to believe that sex 
with the assailant is right. 

“Sex-stress” situations, 
the third kind of rape, In- 


volve initial consent or 
contracting for sex onthe 
part of the victim. 

After the act has started, 
however, something goes 
awry, and the victim is 
forced to continue against 
her wishes. 

The ‘‘confidence” method 
is usually employed in ac- 
cessory to rape and in sex- 
stress situations. 


In ‘confidence rape, the 
attacker gains the trust of 
the victim, and then takes 
advantage of this trust. 

In these cases, the rapist 
may be a friend, a relative, a 
neighbor, a date, or someone 
the victim has met 
previously—perhaps at a 
singles bar, a “mixer,” or 
through “personals” in the 
newspaper. 


‘The rapist will use any of 
these relationships to justify 
his sexual advances. 


Another form of con- 
fidence rape involves the use 
of a third person, male or 
female, as an accomplice., 


For example, a car driven 
by a man with a female 
passenger as a “‘decoy’’ to 
lure female hitchhikers into 


believing it’s safe to accept a 


ride. 

When the hitchhiker gets 
into the auto, however, the 
female decoy disappears at 
some point, and the male 
driver’ rapes the un- 
suspecting hitchhiker. 

Still another method is the 
use of a woman accomplice’ 
who invites the intended 
victim to a “party.”

Plan to convert Dixon 
center into a prison 


Governor James R 
Thompson announced 
last week that he has ap- 
proved the conversion of the 
Dixon Developmental Center 
toa 750-bed medium security 
prison, with an additional 
450-bed special treatment 
unit 

The special treatment unit 
will provide services to in- 
mates in need of specialized 
psychiatric .and 
psychological services. 

“When I announced the 
closing of this facility in 
February, I put the city of 
Dixon high on the list for a 
conversion of the facility toa 
prison. The residents of this 
region have shown the in- 
terest and support for a 
prison that is necessary for 
siting a prison in this area,” 
the governor said. 

“] also want to assure the 
parents and relatives of 
those in the Dixon 
Developmental Center that 
we have the best interest of 
the residents in mind in the 
closing of this facility. We 
have a system in place that 
will help residents in their 
transfer and make sure that 
those residents go to 
facilities that are com- 
parable or superior in care.”” 

Thompson said a $30 
million appropriation is 
included in the Fiscal 1983 
budget for conversion of the 
center to a prison. That 
conversion will begin, he 
said, when some 8600 
residents have been moved 
to better facilities. 

At that point, the governor 
said, full occupancy by 
prisoners will take 18 to 24 
months. At full staffing, the 
prison will employ between 
700 and 725 persons. 

The governor also said the 
new prison in Dixon will 
allow the families of 
prisoners from Cook County

better access to family 
members who are serving 
time. Thompson has said 
that he favors a prison in 
northern [Illinois for this 
reason. 

The Department of Mental 
Health and Developmental 
Disabilities currently is 
under an injunction by a 
Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge preventing the 
transfer of residents or the 
closing of the institution as a 
developmental disabled 
center. However, the state 
has filed an appeal with the 
Illinois Supreme Court, 
seeking to overturn that 
ruling. 

“| have confidence that the 
Illinois Supreme Court will 
see that the state is doing 
what is best not only for the 
residents, but for the mental 
health system and the 
correctional system in this 
state,” the governor said 

Thompson recently an- 
nounced plans to convert the 
Bowen Developmental 
Center in Harrisburg to a 
300-bed correctional facility. 
He also has under review the 
selection of another prison 
site from among 22 cities, 
including Dixon, that will 
house 730 prisoners in a 
medium-security setting 
Another 750-bed medium- 
security prison has been 
announced for Vienna

Post Office suggests 
different mail options

When you need to send 
valuables or important 
papers through the mail, the 
Postal Service recommends 
you understand what 
registered, insured and 
certified mail can do for you. 

By becoming familiar with: 
these service options offered 
by the Postal Service, your 
mail will receive the best 
handling and the most cost- 
effective delivery. 
Registered, insured and 
certified mail all give you 
the customized services 
needed for mailing that 
special letter or package. 

Registered mail is the 
safest way to send valuables. 
It offers special handling for 
your letter or package 
mailed at first-class rates. 
You receive a receipt when 
the material is taken. to the 
post office. The movement of 
that piece is then monitored 
from the point of acceptance 
to delivery. All irreplaceable 
articles, regardless of value, 
and all items worth more 
than $400, should be sent by 
registered mail. 

Jewelry, stocks and 
checks or money orders for. 
large amounts also should be 
sent by registered mail. This 
type of service provides 
protection against loss or 
damage. The full value of the 
mailing must be declared 
when the item is mailed for 
security and insurance 
purposes. The registration 
fee includes insurance 
protection up to $25,000 for 
domestic mail. ~ 

The fees. for registered 
mail depend upon the. value 
of the material being mailed. 
For instance, if the value of 
the package is from $101 to 
$500, the cost is $3.60. 

A return receipt costs 60 
cents extra, but it will allow 
the sender to have a written 
receipt of when and to whom 
the item was delivered: For 
a return receipt indicating to 
whom, the date and the 
address where the item was 
delivered, the fee is 70 cents,

The state government is 
atlenpting to promote single- 
family home building, which 
has been lagging as a result 
of high interest rates and the 
impact of national and in- 
ternational recessions.

“‘In the past several years 
during the recreational 
boating season (Memorial 
Day to Labor Day), the St 
Louis District has used 
special lockage times for 
recreational craft. Because 
of reduced pleasure craft 
usage and increased com- 
mercial tow traffic, this 
policy will be discontinued,"” 
Col. Robert J. Dacey, Corps 
of Engineers district 
engineer, reports. 

“In place of the special 
lockage time, a modified 
lockage arrangement will be 
tried for pleasure craft 
lockage on any day during 
the boating season.
